Elmer Li. Seely, 4S of 1742 Pepper, was killed instantly 


shortly before 11 a. m. "Wednesday when his car was hit by 
the fast moving Burlington passenger train No. 5 on the cross- 
ing on No. 48th, south of the Cornhusker highway, and carried 
for almost eight blocks. He was alone in the car. 


The car was smashed into a tangled mass of steel and the 


broken body was removed only after workers had pulled apart 
the wrecked left side of the machine. The car was wedged onto 
the pilot of the train. 


Tentative 
identification 
was 
established first by the name on 
a brief case found in the wreck- 
age. Mrs. Seely •was later brought 
to the scene and identified 
the 
body. 


After hearing Deputy 
Sheriff 
, Davis' report of his investigation, 


Co. Atty. Towle announced that 
there would be no inquest. 


Tom Pratt, chief of Burlington 
special agents, •was on the train 
.that struck Seely's car. 


According to the report given 
police, Mr. Seely was driving north 
on 48th street. His car was lifted 
partially off the ground and car- 
ried to between 41st and 42nd 
street where Engineer I. F. Taylor.

Washington, 
brought the 


train to a stop. 
Other members of the crew were 


C. E. Kollf of Eastings, conductor, 
and J. H. Curd of Omaha, fire- 
man. 


The train was held up nearly 


an hour while workers first ex-

front of the train. 


Lining Torn From Hat. 


Pages of books which were in 


the car and pieces of glass -were 
strewn along the right of way 
from the point of impact up to the 
place where the train was stopped. 
Deputy Sheriff Davis, who acted 
as coroner, found Mr. Seely's hat 
along the right of way, the lining 
torn out. 
The engineer said he did not see 


the car since it approached the 
railroad from the fireman's side of 
the cab. He said he felt a jar, but 
did not realize he had hit a car, 
thinking there was a breakdown.

Justice of Peace Abolishment 


Revived—Soil Conserva- 


tion Bill Approved. 


Legislators were warned Wed- 


nesday to stop, look and listen if 
it is their purpose to close the 
book this week. A flurry of bill 
raising was started but after two 
measures came to life the gates 
were closed. Abolishment of jus- 
tices of the peace in Lancaster 
county 
was one of the 
favored. 


Such a measure was passed two 
years ago only to be blue-penciled 
by the supreme court because the 
people outside the city would have 
no voice in electing a municipal 
judge, successor of all the justices. 
The 1937 model takes care of that 
defect by allowing all electors in 
the county to vote on this official. 


When the municipal court was 


established in Lincoln it was for 
the purpose of supplanting the old 
police court and justice courts. The 
present practice is to be elected 
justice outside the city and move 
into town 
for municipal 
head- 


quarters, John Comstock said that 
he understands, unless this bill is 
passed, some 1,400 cases are to be 
filed.

"Westminster abbey as ruler over the British empire of 500,- 
000,000 souls, covering one-fourth of the earth's habitable 
surface, appeared on the balcony of Buckingham palace Wed- 
nesday with his queen, Elizabeth, and received an almost 
incredible demonstration of loyalty from his subjects. 


The thousands massed around the palace raised a thunderous 


roar of cheering, here, deep-throated, there shrilly crescendo. 
A driving rain made no difference to those who had waited 
below, some for 24 hours. 


The new king and queen were 


Joined on the balcony by the queen 
mother, Queen Mary, the Princess 
Elizabeth, 11 year old heir to the 
throne 
and 
her 
little 
sister. 
Princess Margaret Rose. 


The ovation was the stirring cli- 


max for the people of a coronation 
celebration 
probably 
unprece- 


dented in history.

abbey four hours before, making 
Trim the 40th. sovereign of England 
since William the Conqueror and

The scene in the abbey was un- 


forgettable. From a vantage point 
in the triforium, or raised plat- 
form of the nave, the correspon- 
dent watched 7,700 persons tak- 
ing part in an 11 century old 
ceremony of pageantry, splendor 
and riotous color. 


Royalty, the nobility, dignitaries 


of all" lands, and chosen represen- 
tatives of the English working 
classes took part. 


At the moment when the vener- 
able archbishop of 
Canterbury 


anointed the king's palms, breasts 
and head with hallowed oil, he 
became consecrated to God, king 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
British dominions beyond the seas, 
and emperor of India. 


The anointisg started at 5:01 
a. m., c.s.t. and at 5:14 the archi-

When 
she was crowned, all the peeresses 
donned their coronets.

Roberts, Who Spent 2 Years 


in Death House, Heard 


on Robbery Charge. 


H. R. Roberts, 50, f-'ho once 


paced the floor of a cell in the 
prison "death house" for two 
years and who later escaped over 
the wall after his terra had been 
reduced to 25 years appeared be- 
fore the pardon board Wednesday 
seeking clemency. 


Roberts committed one of the 


most cold blooded crjtmes in the 
state's history when he murdered 
a fellow traveler, Vernon Connett, 
and buried his body near North 
Platte. 
But the charge on which Roberts 


asked clemency Wednesday was 
on a 3 to 15 year sentence for 
the highway robbery at Grand 
Island of John Raben in Decernber,

Real Battle to 
Beg^n if 


Weather Conditions Fail 


to Kill Pests. 


MINNEAPOLIS. UPt. The out-, 


look on life is pretty dark for the 
destructive grasshopper hordes. If 
the weather doesn't get them, the 
scientists probably will—they hope. 
Establishing antihopper headquar- 
ters here. J. R, Parker, senior en- 
tomologist of the bureau of ento- 
mology and plant quarantine at 
Washington, is preparing to bair 
a far flung trap in central and 
north central states should the i 
weather become favorable for the i 
insects. 
Right now, said Parker, fields in 
eight states particularly are in- 
fested with eggs. They are west- 
ern and southern Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Missouri, eastern Colo- 
rado, northern Wyoming, eastern. 
Montana and western North Da- 
kota. The federal government has 
appropriated 
51,000,000 for the 
fight on the plague •which has cost 
farmers in this area millions ot 
dollars in destroyed crops in re- 
cent years, adding to the scourge 
of devastmg drouth. 
Parker said he was setting up 
facilities for emergency work thru 
state entomologists and farm ex- 


tension workers and was following' 
a sort of watchful waiting- policy. 
He explained the real campaign 
will begin should weather condi- 
tions fail to exterminate the in- 
sects. 
-Weather previous to the 
hatching has little effect on the 
eggs m the ground," Parker said. 
"But rains and continued cloudy 
weather immediately after hatch- 
ing are very destructive 
to the 


young pests. A small percentage 
of eggs have already hatched in 
some states, but general hatching 
is not expected for two or three 
weeks, under present conditions." 
What does a grasshopper eat 


that he shouldn't? 
Well. Parker 
said he will recommend a formula 
consisting of 500 pound* of mill 
feed, 1,500 pounds of sawdust and 
10 gallons of sodium arsemte to 
every ton of bait.

Airship" experts have given a 


gfeat deal of testimony in the form 
of theories concerning the possible 
cause of the Hindenburg disaster 
without much satisfaction to any- 
one. The only real point devel- 
oped, and it has seemed obvious 
for a long time, is that some other 
gas than hydrogen must be used or 
else some method of handling hy- 
drogen by which it will be com- 
pletely and perfectly Insulated 
from spark or flame, must be 
found. 


The promise of ferry service 


across 60 miles of Lake Michigan 
water from Chicago to Benton 
Harbor, service which would per- 
mit the motorist to enjoy the rural 
beauty of Michigan without tra- 
versing 10 miles of highway thru 
congested areas along the south- 
ern tip of the lake, points the way 
to anothar opportunity for the gov- 
ernment to launch a huge project. 
It might build a bridge across 
Lake Michigan that would put the 
San Francisco-Oakland structure 
to shame. Billions could be sunk 
in a structure of this kind. 


It may not mean anything, but 


Roger Babson and Charles G. 
Dawes agree on the approximate 
date when the present era of pros- 
perity will end and a period of de- 
pression will begin. 
Both think 


that prosperity, such as we have 
now, will continue until well into 
1939. 
The fact that these two 


men agree may not be of any 
great significance. Both may be 
wrong. At the same time, start- 
Ing from the same premise they 
have reached approximately the 
same conclusion. 
Everyone who 


has_hV<ad thru past periods of de- 
pression and prosperity knows 
that we are likely to live thru such 
periods again. Theie is no reason 
to suspect that the country has 
leveled off on a period of pros- 
perity that will never end. In 
fact, signs point to the contrary. 
The national debt, for instance, is 
bound long to remain a disturbing 
factor. 


Henry Ford has declared that he 


•will fight the undistributed profits 
tax law to a finish. His theory of 
why the law was passed may not 
stand up, but his opposition to the 
law would appear to be based 
upon at least one sound premise. 
The tax on undistributed profits 
makes it necessary that there be 
no undistributed profits. Rather 
than pay tho tax imposed, corpora- 
tions distribute the profits. It is 
not possible, therefore to build up 
a defense fund against depression, 
disaster or slow business. 
The 


law will work very well so long as 
the income of any corporation it 
»ufficient for its needs. When the 
time comes that money must be 
*p«nt to tide over ft period of loss 
or slow business the corporation 
will be forced to become a bor- 
rower. That makes business for 
'the money loaners. It also 
fn- 


ireases thr, debt of corporations 


and plac«8 the independent manu- 
facturer at the mercy of the money 
leaner. The manufacturer* of the 
country will watch with much con- 
cern the fight Henry Ford pur- 
poses to make against thto law. 


A KING IS C*OWN«D. 


That great event for which the 


British empire has planned for 
months, not without interruption, 
has taken^>lace. A king has been 
crowned. George VI has been of- 
ficially made head of the British 
empire and his wife, 
Elizabeth, 


has been crowned queen. George 
was king before the coronation. 
He was actual ruler and temporal 
head of the realm from the mom- 
ent he took the oath of office after 
Edward's abdication took effect, 
just as Edward" was actually king 
of England for a few months in 
spite of the fact that he was not 
crowned. 


Any business which George has 


transacted as king of England 
since he took oath of office U 
legal. The coronation is a cere- 
mony, a religious 
ceremony at 


which the king takes his oath in a 
very formal way before the peers 
and members of parliament and 
pledges his services to the empire. 


The coronation was a 'colorful 


and elaborate affair. 
It required 


a great deal of preparation. People 
traveled thousands of miles to wit- 
ness it. Many folks stood many 
hours in the all night drizzle in 
order to hold a place along the 
curb from which they might wit- 
ness the parade as it passed along 
the street to or from Westminster 
abbey. 


Theoretically George went to the 


abbey without authority and, after 
receiving the crown from the na- 
tion and the blessing of the church, 
returned to the palace the king, 
ruler of the British empirei Such, 
of course, wag not the case. George 
was-in effect king before the cere- 
mony and he was no more a king 
afterward. 
Presumably the new 


king should be crowned immedi- 
ately upon "assuming power when 
the old king has died. Due to the 
English love of ceremony and the 
need for time for proper prepara- 
tion, the English accept the king 
On his own oath, but demand that 
he go thru a ceremony later on. 
That this ceremony is impressive 
and spectacular is indicated by the 
fact that some 50,000 Americans 
mingled with a million Britishers 
in London on coronation day. 


The United States wishes George 


well. It likes Edward but has a 
wholesome respect 
and high re- 


gard for George. He will probably 
make a. good king. He may be 
expected to follow closely in the 
footsteps of his father, who was 
one of England's better kings. 


No one need envy George. He 


is taking on one of the 
hardest 


jobs in the world. In an uneasy 
Europe, tax and depression burd- 
ened England is in a precarious 
spot. No one can say when class 
struggle may rend England apart 
or war plunge it into a bloody 
and disastrous orgy. George's job 
is to keep England on a level keel. 
If he succeeds, his achievement 
will be magnificent. 


1932 AND 1937. 


Administration supporters hold 


that the depression reached its low 
point in 1932, or to be more spe- 
cific, immediately after the elec- 
tion in that year. 
The govern- 


ment was then spending more than 
its income. Much of the cam- 
paign of that year was made on 
the charge that more money was 
being spent than was being taken 
into the treasury. That was true. 
One of the chief critics of the ad- 
ministration was the opponent of 
Mr. Hoover. That opponent was 
elected president in the fall of 
1932 
It was on July 30 of that 


year that Candidate Roosevelt, "de- 
nouncing the extravagance of the 
Hoover administration, made this 
statement: 


"Let us have the courage to 
stop borrowing to meet continu- 
ing deficits. Stop the deficits. 
Any government, like any fam- 
ily, can for a year spend a little 
more than it earns. For four 
years he has continued the habit 
of spending more than the gov- 
ernment is taking in. That is 
why the nation is burdened 
now with the biggest national 
debt in history." 
It may be unkind to recall state- 


ments of candidates years after 
they were made, and after a rec- 
ord has been made that contrasts 
strangely with the criticisms made 
before an election. It mny be em- 
barrassing for an administration 
to have recent records contrasted 
with demands that were made in 
the heat of a political campaign. 
Nevertheless, it is well that every- 
body have an understanding of 
what has happened. 


It is true that a deficit was in- 


curred during tho Hoover admin- 
istration. It is also true that dur- 
ing the Coolidge administration 
the national debt was reduced. It 
is fair to presume that if pros- 
pc/ity had 
continued- thru the 


Hoover administration the national 
debt would have been further re- 
duced. 
At the end of 1919 the 


national debt was approximately 
25 Ms billions. From that date it 
was diminished until 1931, when it 
had declined to below 17 billions. 
In 1932 it was increased to $19,- 
487,009,766. One year later it had 
been increased approximately three 
billion dollars. In 1934 it was in 


excess Of 27 billion*. In 1935 it 
had increased 1 billion 600 thou- 
sand. One year later it had grown 
almost another five billion. It is 
still growing, being now near the 
37 billion mark. 


In July 1932 Mr. Roosevelt said, 


"Let us have the courage 
to 


stop the deficit." The advice Mr. 
Roosevelt gave a republican ad- 
ministration was good. It holds 
good today. "Let us stop the de- 
ficit." 


THE DODD LETTER. 


Ambassador Dodd, our diplo- 


matic representative in Berlin, has 
written a letter to Senator Buckley 
of Ohio in which he stated that 
"tile situation is more dangerous 
than at any time alnce Lincoln." 
He was referring to the situation 
in the United States. Mr. Dodd, an 
eminent historian and a man whose 
opinion carries some weight, is 
convinced that there is a well 
established trend in some quarters 
toward an authoritarian state. He 
stated that he had, on good au- 
thority,' information that one bill- 
ionaire is ready to help a Huey 
Long in a campaign for dictator- 
ship, ready to support such a pro- 
gram and, of course, control it. 


The picture which Dodd paints 


is not an attractive one. Many 
people will be inclined to credit 
the letter to sensationalism and a 
desire to aid the administration 
in the supreme court struggle. 
Something of the latter motive is 
included, yet it would be foolish to 
close our eyes to all that Dodd 
writes. 


Senator Glass points out that the 


letter has "no relevancy whatso- 
ever to the question of packing the 
supreme court." Senator Glass is 
quite right. There is no close or 
even apparent 
connection. The 


letter should be regarded purely 
from the standpoint of a predic- 
tion and a warning, without refer- 
ence to the court fight, a. struggle 
which has Served to confuse issues 
and blind great masses of the vot- 
ing public to problems which they 
should see clearly in their earliest 
manifestations. 


Because rio nation is far from 


dictatorship when times are try- 
ing, the Dodd letter, inasmuch as 
it deals with this problem, is of 
significance and value. 
At the 


same time the Dodd warnings 
must be taken with considerable 
seasoning. The average citizen is 
hesitant to believe anything that 
might tend to make him uneasy. 
He hates to worry about the fate 
of the nation. The responsibility 
involved is enormous and 
the 


power of the individual seems in- 
fihitesmally small. Yet because we 
do not want to believe is no reason 
for closing our eyes. 


The citizenry of America must 


be more on the alert now than 
ever. Possible danger of dictator- 
ship cannot be averted by oUr ig- 
noring it. 


FOOTNOTES. 


If the recent decisions of the 
supreme court on minimum wages 
and collective bargaining are sur- 
prising to some people, the court's 
decision upholding a processing 
tax on coconut oil should be alto- 
gether astounding, says the Balti- 
more Sun. True, Justice Suther- 
land, leader of the conservative 
group, in his majority opinion in 
the coconut oil decision, explained 
why the case was different from 
the AAA cases in •which it was 
decided that processing taxes were 
unconstitutional b e c a u s e they 
sought to use the tax power for an 
unconstitutional end. 
The ordi- 
nary citizen, however, -will find 
the difference a very fine one, 
whereas the effect is much the 
same. 


The AAA processing taxes were 
levied upon processors and the 
proceeds paid to farmers in the 
form of benefits for crop curtail- 
ment. The coconut oil tax was 
levied 
upon the processors of 
coconut oil and the proceeds paid 
to the Philippine islands in com- 
pensation for the damage done 
them by reductions in American 
use of Philippine copra. Justice 
Sutherland points out there is a 
difference between "the naked 
taking'of property of one group of 
persons for bestowal upon another 
group" and the taking of the prop- 
erty of one group of persons for 
bestowal upon a not quite foreign 
government. The AAA taxes were 
held to have as their sole aim the 
regulation of a local situation 
which was "wholly within the re- 
served powers of the states," but 
the purpose of the coconut Oil tax 
was for "a federal constitutional 
purpose," namely, the aiding of 
the Philippines. 


This is doubtless sound law, but 
the bloc which put over the coco- 
nut oil tax as a means of forcing 
American soap manufacturers to 
use cottonseed oil, which' they do 
not like, instead of coconut oil, 
which they require, must have 
been entertained to learn that 
their purpose was to aid the Phil- 
ippines. Actually, of course,-their 
purpose was to keep an important 
Philippine product out of this 
country to the distinct disadvan- 
tage of the Philippines. 


The coconut oil tax is of a -piece 
with the AAA processing taxes in 
that it represents the same phi- 
losophv of restriction and interfer- 
ence. It is apparent from the de- 
cision that the court entertains 
doubts of its wisdom, but Justice 
Sutherland concludes that ques- 
tions of the effects of the law and 
of its economic soundness "are all 
matters, as we repeatedly have 
pointed out. with which the courts 
have nothing to do." 


It is thfs new disposition to 
allow the legislative branch to go 
wrong, rather than any possible 
inconsistency between the court's 
views upon two varieties of pro- 
cessing taxes, which is most sig- 
nificant and provocative. 


MOKE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
, The crop experts say that while 
all the fain in the skies would not 
avail to save wheat ccops in the 
panhandle "section, taken as a 
whole, the ones that have come 
during- the last two weeks will 
prove helpful to stands in other 
sections where it has been touch 
and go for some time. Their chief 
value will be in getting corn land 
in good moisture condition for the 
start off of that crop. There re- 
main three weeks in which corn 
planting may be safely indulged in 
in most sections of the state, and 
practically all of it is yet to be 
done because climatic and soil con- 
ditions have delayed planting. 


"Th« American Mother of 1937" 
is a resident of .Nebraska. The 
other day she went down to New 
York to receive this 
honor ac- 
corded by the GoldehxRule Foun- 
• dation. 
She surprised the report- 
ers who called on her. She knew 
what to do with the camera men. 
Later when she was called to the 
radio to give an address blase New 
Yorkers were surprised 
to learn 
that she could speak before the 
microphone as weil as the experts. 
Over that instrument she told the 
world that men were not piflling 
women down, but that woman had 
taken herself off the pedestal; that 
woman had gone down to man's 
level. Woman -wanted to be man's 
equal, and to accomplish that she 
had to go down. She suggested 
more religion, more children in the 
home and elimination of cocktails 
and cigarets. 


Then Mrs. Carl Gray of Omaha, 
the American mother honored this 
year by the foundation, said some- 
thing that startled, 
but which 
many women have long had in 
their minds. She didn't believe in 
woman's suffrage and she blamed 
some of the troubles of the world 
today to her possession 
of the 
ballot. And the women of the 
country could like that, or not, just 
as they pleased. But it came from 
the "American Mother of 1937." 


The 1937 appropriations 
bill 
carries an increase to be raised 
from property tax of $130,000 over 
1935. It is an increase over the 
governor's early recommendations 
of more than half a million dol- 
lars to be raised from property 
tax. Naturally, 
explanations are 
being made. 
The appropriations 
committee makes its statement 
early. The increase is charged by 
this committee to supplemental re- 
quests made by the governor and 
to acts of the legislature over 
which the committee has no corix 
tfol. In a period of great stress, 
property taxes are increased. The 
appropriation to be used for state 
government in the next two years 
and for which money is to come 
from various sources carries a 
total of ?54,446,492. 
The gov- 
ernor 
had 
recommended 
a 
total of 549,784,751. The taxpay- 
ers of Nebraska will look at this 
sum with awe1. After years of no 
crops i and practically no income 
for the producers of the state, that 
amount of money appears to be 
excessive, and yet some of the in- 
stitutions of the states will not 
be cared for as their needs de- 
mand. 


An attorney calls attention to 
the large number of places made 
in state government for lawyers by 
the present state administration 
and the help of the 
unicameral 
legislature. He says it is beginning 
to look like a legal raid on the 
state government. He is begin- 
ning to wonder what the "people 
of the state will think about it 
•when all the facts are considered, 
the results analyzed and the situ- 
ation made known. . 


Two years ago the legislature, 
indignant over the" situation in the 
banking department, ordered suit 
to be begun to oust, thru the 
courts, E. H. L-uikart as judicial 
receiver and place the 200 or more 
failed state banks that he was 
liquidating under the new head of 
the banking department. A test 
suit was begun. It will finally be 
submitted to the supreme court 
at its next sitting. Statehouse ob- 
servers, contemplating this slow 
movement of the legal processes, 
are wagering that any legal action 
to oust him from the statehouse 
where he has been enjoying all the 
comforts of an office, altho not a 
state officer, will take just as long 
if the courts are to be looked to. 
It all depends on Mr. Luikart; he 
may decide to move, as he has 
little left to do.

Yet, with the power of 
tradition behind it and the bally- 
hooing it gets, it draws the larg- 
est crowds and its betting totals 
exceed those of other races. No 
one dares go back home -without 
having made a bet, altho betting 
is just, as much a sucker's game 
there as elsewhere, and apparently 
one's social standing is imperiled 
if he does not attend. As the race 
Itself lasts but a scant two min- 
utes, it must be the attraction of 
the crowd or the lure of the bet- 
ting that enthralls. Human nature 
is funny. 


Chief Justice Hughes said in his 
annual address .to the American 
law institute that "the success of 
democratic institutions lies in the 
Success of the process of reason- 
ing a opposed to the tyranny of 
"forcei" Reasoning is one of the 
processes attached 
to thinking, 
and it is one of the anomalies of 
a country where education has 
reached 
farther 
down into the 
roots of the people than any other 
nation that so little real thinking, 
in -which reasoning plays a part, 
is done. When so large a section of 
the people cheerfully hand over to 
Washington the job of doing its 
thinking, pledging in advance to 
do as told, democratic institutions, 
by the Hughes test, stand on slip- 
pery ground., 


As 
an 
illustration 
of what 
crimes can be committed in the 
name of reform, let it be noted 
that a member of the Iowa dele- 
gation who has been against the 
presidential 
program 
of 
court 
packing has 
been brought into 
line by being given the privilege 
of naming a constituent to a fat 
government job. The nomination 
of a man picked out by the Farley 
machine was 
sidetracked 
when 
Son James entered the discussion 
with notice that "papa" wanted 
the place given to the Iowa man. 
This but confirms a suspicion en- 
tertained by a good many observ- 
ers that practical politics did not 
disappear when the star-eyed god- 
dess of reform ordered her mail 
sent to the national capital. 


It seems that there are fashions 
in educational circles also. Honors 
do not go entirely to the debating 
team, the PBK's and the football 
players. Prizes 'are now being of- 
fered for the 
best-dressed male 
and female ^students. We assume 
that the primary purpose is to en- 
courage the acquirement of good 
taste, but inasmuch as the student 
who has money to spend on attire 
has a long start on the one who 
hasn't, we beg to 
question the 
good taste Of such a competition. 
We wonder just what the psycho- 
logical effect is on the persons 
who acquire this distinction and 
upon those who do not? 


Random remarks: The legisla- 
ture is having a rival. A Lincoln 
florist advertises "I am again re- 
building laws." A fashion note 
conveys the information that men 
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are abandoning; pajamas and go- 
ing back to the roomy type of 
nightshirts: the women are prob- 
ably absorbing: all of the factory 
output. Oz Black notes that an 
automobile driver was seen bowl- 
ing along: recently while shaving 
with an electric razor with the aid 
of his • rear vision mirror. There 
seems to be no limit to the in- 
genuity of men in adding to the 
hazards of the road.

American 
Nervouaness Calls For 
An Antidote. 


The American way. of living In- 
volves much dissembling of natural 
feelings and impulses and a grow- 
ing tendency to substitute excite- 
ment for recreation, thrill for di- 
version, boredom and ennui for re- 
laxation, vice for pleasure, busi- 
ness for work, sport for play and 
restless yearniiig- for contentment. 
Instead of playing games Amer- 
icans prefer to watch others play. 
This is all right for honest work- 
ing" folk, that is, for people who 
work with their muscles or get ex- 
ercise regularly in one way or an- 
other. It is all wrong for sedentary 
folk, that is, for people who live 
by their wits or as parasites. It is 
wrong because the spectator or fan 
cannot 
possibly 
use in frantic 
screaming, stamping of feet, ap- 
plause, booing and other hysterical 
manifestations the large amount 
of energy—the only kind of en- 
ergy 
physiology 
recognizes—re- 
leased by the excitement of the 
game. What happens is that the 
vital machinery is racked. 
What 
happens when you habitually race 
your automobile engine? 
What 
happens when the belt slips off 
from a. flywheel? 
Examination of 25 members of 
a university football team after the 
final and most "important" game 
of the season—imRortant, of course 
to those who exploit the sport— 
showed that 12 had sugar in the 
urine, and five of these had not 
played in the game but had been 
all keyed up waiting on the side- 
lines for the tin god coach to 
send them in there. 
Examination 
of nine medical 
students, who, like the 25 football 
players, were all normally sugar- 
free, following a hard examination 
showed that four had sugar in the 
urine. 
Only one student in the 
same group, examined after an 
easy examination, had sugar in the 
Urine. 
If tests could be made of all 
spectators 
before and after 
a 
game, probably a larger propor- 
tion of them would show the signs 
of damage to the vital machinery. 
It is in the grandstand or the 
bleachers, not on the playing field, 
that the gravest casualites of base- 
ball, boxing, football and other 
popular sports occur. 
At the same time the spilling of 
blood sugar occurs in emotional 
stress there is generally a great 
speeding up of the heart action 
which becomes both faster and 
more forcible and a sharp rise in 
blood pressure. These and other 
well recognized manifestations are 
due to the increased secretion of 
adrenin by the adrenal glands 
stimulated by emotion. Adrenin is 
fairly called an "antidote for mus- 
cular fatigue"—a vital essential 
wherr one's natural reaction is to 
fight or run away; but bad medi- 
cine where one substitutes imagin- 
ary reaction. 


The automatic or autonomic out- 
pouring of adrenin by the adrenal 
glands under emotional influence 
is the natural, physiologic way to 
prepare for fight or flight. If fight 
or flight is not feasible in the cir- 
cumstances and no adequate use is 
made of the power or energy thus 
liberated, the human machine is 
bound to be damaged more or less, 
and whatever .-^part of it is dam- 
aged, it is human nature, at least 
Yankee human nature, to call the 
result "nervous" trouble, tho it 
would be more accurate and truth- 
fully to call it brain weakness.

A. Good Still Mold* That the 
Supreme Court Has No Given 
Right to Pas* on Law Constitu- 
tionality. 
LINCOLN.—It is notable that 
upon four separate occasions mo- 
tions were made in the constitu- 
tional convention to the end that 
judges of the supreme court would 
be named who, with the president, 
were to have the power reposed in 
them to make void an act of con- 
gress. On each of these several 
occasions the motion was voted 
down; the last time 
very deci- 
sively. At no time did any mem- 
ber project a motion to give to the 
supreme court the power, alone, to 
make invalid an act of congress. 
The writer has recently read 


"Our 
Supreme Court." 
It 
was 
written by Chief Justice Hughes. 
He does not, therein, claim a con- 
stitutional right to make void an 
act of congress, nor did John Mar- 
shal, who wrote the famous Mar- 
bury decision, nor can I find any 
record where any supreme judge 
ever cited .that the right had "a 
constitutional 
background. 
The 
background is now one of over a 
100 years of usurped precedent. 
Altho we pride ourselves in be- 
ing the leading nation of repre- 
sentative government, yet we are 
the only country where a court is 
allowed to nullify an act of its par- 
liament, and insofar as a court can 
invalidate laws they—the courts-— 
become lawmakers themselves and 
nullify Article 1, Section 1 of the 
federal constitution, saying, "All 
legislative powers shall be vested 
in congress."

Pro- 
ponents of the bill reminded that 
national bank stockholders have 
been relieved of such double lia- 
bility and that it is a serious 
handicap against 
state 
banks, 


tending 
toward 
nationalization. 
The soil conservation 
bill was 
passed with the emergency clause, 
36 to 6. 


The legislative blackboard is 
now reduced to 34 matters with 
12 set for third reading Thursday 
and a substantial number being 
groomed for the final hurdle on 
Friday. 


They passed the double century 


mark Wednesday with a total to 
date of 202 bills passed, including 
12 later vetoed by the governor. 
They have killed 234 which num- 
ber, •with the 12 vetoed measures 
added, spreads tp 246. 


Conservation of Soil. 


Senator Norton's soil conserva- 
tion bill, No. 553, approved with 
the emergency 36 to 6, picked a 
hard road to travel earlier in the 
session. It brought to Lincoln a 
swarm of protesting farmers. Con- 
troversial matters, however, were 
'eliminated and opposition appar- 
ently melted. The six who voted 
against the measure were: Ash- 
more, Comstock, Frost, Murphy, 
Nuernberger, Pizer. 


It contemplates creation of dis- 
tricts for conserving soil resources 
and controlling soil erosion. 
It 


provides for establishment of a 
state conservation commission to 
consist of the following exofficio 
members: director of the state 
extension service, director of the 
state agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, director of the conservation 
and survey division of the state 
university. 


This committee may invite the 


secretary 
of agriculture 
of the 


United States to appoint one per- 
son to serve with the board as ad- 
visor. 
Any 
25 owners 
of land 


within the limits of a territory pro- 
posed to be organized into a dis- 
trict may file petition with the 
state committee. Within 30 days 
the board shall give notice of a 
proposed hearing for land owners 
to attend. Territory of a district 
need not be contiguous. A referen- 
dum vote is provided with only 
land owners eligible to vote. The 
state committee shall appoint a 
supervisor to act with the four 
supervisors elected by the district. 
Any district may take steps for 
dissolution after five years. 
It is 


optional with land owners within 
a district whether or not they be 
included. 


No opposition •was raised to pas- 
sage of No. 483, approved 38 to 0, 
which provides for the appoint- 
ment of a secretary for the board 
of educational lands and funds at 
a salary not to exceed $3,000, the 
board to appoint, with the consent 
of the legislature, within 10 days 
after the first Thursday after the 
first Tuesday in January 1939. The 
land 
commissioner, 
who 
then 


passes from the picture, is now sec- 
retary. 
He also is capitol cus- 


todian, job to be assigned to the 
governor. The latter will appoint 
a custodian; thus two jobs will 
spring from one. It was argued

One is corrective- and 
was suggested by Chairman Brady 
of the appropriations committee. 
It carries $7,100,000 for social se- 
curity. Bill No. 378, social secur- 
ity key bill, carries a maximum 
of $7,500,000 estimated and the 
appropriations

changed to conform. 
Senator Carl Peterson, member 


of appropriations, gained a re- 
versal of a previous decision. As 
the bill came from committee it 
carried $5,000 for counsel for the 
board of educational lands and 
funds for investigating and col- 
lecting. 
Senator Dafoe tried to 
raise to $8,000 and in a moment 
of unrest they not only rejected 
the increase but wiped out the 
original. Under Peterson's amend- 
ment the $5,000 is restored.

King George, unlike the mon- 
archs of old whose every move

nightshirt and put on his own 
clothes. 
The queen's dressmakers 
ar- 


rived by automobile at 6.35 to aid 
her in donning her 
coronation 
robes. 


While the king was rising and 
the Soldiers were eating tneir 
camp fire breakfasts 
in Hyde 
park near by, the marvelously er- 
mine robed and jewelled peeresses 
began arriving at the abbey. They 
carried their coronets in then 
hands, and most of them had ple- 
beian sandwiches and 
thermos 
flask's hidden under the ermine 


Women Begin Fainting. 


The lirst casualties began arriv- 
ing at the hospitals—-scattering 
people, chiefly women, who fell 
from stands or fainted fr.orn long 
waiting in line. 


The first death incident to the 
coronation was that of Robert 
Wlutlock, 19 He died m hospital 
of injuries he received in a street 
fight in the early hours 


As the youth died, the first ot 


the royal processions started foi 
the abbey—the foreign royalties 
from Buckingham palace. 


The first of the royal proces- 
sions, that of the foreign royal- 
ties, was 
preceded 
by the lord 
mayor of the city of London, Siie 
George Thomas Broadbridgc, 
in 


his gilt and glass coach of state 
and his robes of office. 
He out- 


shone the royalties themselves, as 
far as equipage went, for -they— 
by a change of program—rode in 
automobiles instead of coaches. 


Few Figures Recognized, 


So fast did the procession go 


thiu the streets that the crowd 
could recognize only the outstand- 
ing figures—Prince Chichibu, heir 
presumptive to the dragon throne 
of Japan, 
and Crown Princess 
Juliana of the Netherlands. 
Next in the procession were the 


dominion ministers 


The 
venerable archbishop of 
Centerbury arrived at the abbey at 
9.35 to take his role in the king's 
foimal induction into office 
as 
king-emperor and 
head 
of 
the 
church of England. 


The king and queen still were 


donning their cumbersome robes 
when the second mam procession 
left the palace—the "royal family" 
procession 
First was an escort of household 


cavalry, then in glass coaches the 
principals—the 
puncess 
royal 
(Princess Mary, countess of Hare- 
wood, 
the king's only sister). 


little 
Princesses Elizabeth and 


Margaret Rose in their robes of 
purple and their little gold coro- 
nets; and Lord Lascelles, elder son 
of the princess royal. 
„ Next was the procession of wid- 
owed Queen Mary, and with her 
Queen Maud of Norway—just the 
one glass coach, with its escort of 
household, cavalry in glittering 
steel breastplates and plumed hel- 
mets. The blue ribbon of the or- 
der of the Garter was. across her 
breast. A diamond tiara sparkled 
in her high piled gray hair. 
At 5:34 the king and queen left 
the palace. 
Theirs was the big 
procession. First a small police 
radio car. Then mounted officers 
of all the fighting services, troops, 
mounted bands, yoemen of 
the 
guard in red and gold tunics of a 
bygone age, ruffled collars, ros- 
etted breeches and old fashioned 
shoes, with spikes slung across 
their shoulders; then the king's 
bargemaster and his 12 watermen 
in their tunics and long peaked 
caps; next the escort of the king's 
own household cavalry and finally 
the state coach with its outriders, 
and m it the young 
king 
and 


queen, bowing almost shyly to the 
thunder of the cheers of their sub- 
jects 


Gen. 
Pershing There. 


There was a bewildering assort- 
ment of uniforms among the Bri- 
tish and foreign guests. They in- 
cluded James W. Gerard (knee 
pants). Gen. John J. Pershing 
(Gen 
Grant $600 uniform) 
and 


Admiral Hugh Rodman (regular 
admiral's attire with gold lace and 
cocked hat) and the American 
special envoys. 
As the king and queen arrived 
at the abbey, the crowds, bare- 
headed were singing the national 
anthem all along the way behind 
them. 


The state procession was started. 


The archbishops and bishops went 
firat in their vestments, then the 
queen, then the regalia of state, 
borne by noblemen, then the king. 


The king and queen passed up 


the body of the church of the 
theater, past their thrones. The 
king and queen bowed in their ad- 
orations and knelt at the fald- 
stools placed for them before their 
chairs of state beside the altar. 
They prayed, and then sat in their 
chairs for the long ceremony. 


PRINCESS ELIZABE, rl. 


The venerable 
archbishop of 
Canterbury with the lord chancel- 
lor, 
the lord great chamberlain, 
the lord high constables and the 
young earl marshal, with the 
"garter king of arms" preceding 
them, went to the four sides of 
the "theater." 


Archbishop's Voice Trembles. 
At each one of the four sides 


the archbishop in a voice that 
trembled with his realization of 
his role, said: "Sirs, I here pre- 
sent unto you King George, your 
undoubted king- Wherefore all you 
who are come this day to do your 
homage and service, are you will- 
ing to do the same?" 


The peers and peeresses in the 
abbey and the others whose roles 
it was responded with a roar that 
echoed thru the ancient abbey as 
so often before: "God save King 
George!" 


The 
trumpets 
sounded 
their 


silver notes The bishops placed 
the Bible, the paten and the chalice 
on the altar The swords of state 
were handed by their noblemen 
bearers to the archbishop. They 
weie placed on the altar 
The archbishop went to the 
king who stood bareheaded before 
the altar. 
"Sir, is your majesty willing to 
take the oath9" asked the arch- 
bishop 
"I am willing," the king said. 
The bishop slowly asked "Will 


you solemnly promise and swear 
to govern the peoples of Great 
Britain, Ireland, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa, or your possessions 
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and the other territories to any 
of them belonging or pertaining-, 
and of your empire of India, ac- 
cording1 to their respective laws 
and customs?" 
"I solemnly promise to do so," 
said the king. 
"Will you to the utmost of your 
power maintain the laws of God 
and the true profession of the 
gospel? Will you to the utmost of 
your power maintain in the United 
kingdom the protestant reformed 
religion established by law? 
"And will you maintain and pre- 
serve inviolably the settlement of 
the church of England, and the 
doctrine, worship, discipline and 
government thereof, as by law es- 
tablished in England? And will 
you preserve unto the bishops and 
clergy of England, and to the 
churches there committed to do 
their charge all such rights and 
privileges, as by law do or shall 
appertain to them, or any of 
them?" 
"All this I promise to do," said 
the king. "The things which I 
have here before promised, I will 
perform, and keep." 
He kissed the Bible before him, 
and signed the oath he had taken. 
The communion service followed, 
the archbishop opening it with 
"The Lord be with you," and the 
congregation 
answering: "And 
with thy spirit." 


Archbishop Prays. 


The 
archbishop 
prayed 
The 
choir sang an anthem from the 
first chapter of Kings. 
The king rose from his faldstool. 
He was divested of his outer crim- 
son robe by the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain. He took off his cap ol 
state and went to the altar, where 
he sat in King Edward's chair, 
redolent of history, of wood of a 
high wood stand, on it craved the 
initials of many men. 
Four knights of the garter, the 
highest honor 
knighthood, held 
over him a pall of silk. The dean 
of Westminster took the ampulla 
and spoon and poured ointment 
(575 an ounce) into the spoon 
The archbishop with the oil in 
the spoon anointed the king first 
on the palms of both hands, say- 
ing: "Be thy hands anointed with 
holy oil." 
The king bared his breast and 
the archbishop anointed him there, 
saying: "Be thy breast anointed 
with holy oil." And finally on the 
head, 
saying: 
"Be 
thy 
head 
anointed with holy oil, as kings, 
priests and prophets were anointed 
And as Solomon was anointed king 
by Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet, so be you anointed, 
blessed and consecrated king over 
the peoples, whom the Lord your 
God hath given you to rule and 
govern, in the name of the Father, 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen " 
The king knelt ayain and the 
archbishop 
prayed he might be 
blessed that 
"after 
a. long and 
glorious course of ruling temporal 
kingdoms wisely, justly and religi- 
ously, you may at least be made 
partaker of an eternal 
kingdom 
thru 
Jesus 
Christ 
our 
Lord. 
Amen " 


The king rose and sat again in 
the ancient chair. 
He rose and 
was robed m cloth of gold, with a 
girdle of the same rich material, 
and sat down again 
Here, in symbol that the kings 


of old were soldiers, his golden 
spurs were brought to the altar 
by the dean. The dean delivered 
them to the Lord Great Chamber- 
lain, who knelt, touched the king s 
heels with them 
and sent them 
back 
Then 
the sword of state 
was handed to the king and the 
king- h?nded it back to the arch- 
bishop who laying it on the altar 
prayed: "... .so direct and support 
thy servant King George, who is 
now girt with this sword that he 
may not bear it in vain; but may 
use it as the minister of good for 
the terror and punishment of evil 
doers, and for the protectior and 
encouragement of those that do 
well, thru Jesus Christ Our Lord. 
Amen." 


Sword Brought to King. 


The sword was brought to the 
king again 
and the 
archbishop 
said. "Receive this kingly sword 
brought now from the altar of 
God, 
and delivered to you by the 
hands of us the bishops and ser- 
vants of God, tho unworthy." 


The king stood and the sword 
was girt on him. He sat down. The 
archbishop exhorted him, 
"With 
this sword-of justice, 
stop 
the 


growth 
of iniquity, protect the 
Holy Church of God, help and de- 
fend widows and orphans, restore 
the things that are gone to decay" 
—and so on, his words inaudible to 
those in the outer reaches of (he 
•abbey 


The king rose again took off his 
sword and going to the altar Of- 
fered it in its scabbard. 
A peer 
approached 
and 
formally 
and 


symbolically redeemed it from the 
church for $25 
He took it from 
its scabbard and carried it "-efore 
the king 


His majesty then was invested 
with the royal robe or pall of cloth 
of gold The orb of state, symbol of 
his rule, was handed him and he 
was blessed by the archbishop. The 
king's ring was put on his fourth

finger, symbol of "the ensign of 
kingly dignity, and of defense of 
the Catholic faith." 
The symbolic glove was put on 
his right hand and he received the 
scepter with the cross and another 
scepter bearing a dove, and the 
archbishop blessed him again. 
Then, standing before the altar, 
the archbishop took the crown of 
state, prayed 
briefly, and 
with 
bishops attending him walked t to 
the king's chair and there placed 
the crown on his head. There was 
then a roar that dwarfed the 
earlier one as the audience shouted 
again and again: "God save the 
king!" 


"God 
crown you with a crown 
of glory and righteousness 
" 
said the archbishop. 
The choir chanted: "Be strong 
and play the man: keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord thy God, 
and walk m His ways." 
The archbishop presented 
the 
king then with a golden Bible 
from the altar: "Our gracious 
king, we present you with this 
book, the most valuable thing that 
this world affords. Here is wis- 
dom^ this is the royal law; these 
are the oracles of God." 
The king gave the Bible back 
Now the benediction was pro- 
nounced and the king was en- 
throned. 


He went to the throne of state 
and was lifted on to it by the 
archbishops and bishops and the 
great nobles stood round him. 
The archbishop and the bishops 


knelt and paid their formal hom- 
age to the king. The archbishop 
kissed the king's left cheek. The 
duke of Gloucester, the king's 
brother, took off his coronet, knelt 
before the king. The other royal 
princes knelt with him and re- 
peated: 


"I, -——, do become your liege 
man of life and limb, and of 
earthly 
worship; and faith and 
truth I will bear unto you, to live 
and die, against all manner of 
folks So help me God." 
The peers of each degree ap- 
proached the king and kissed his 
cheek. 


"God 
save 
King 
George'" 
shouted 
the 
crowd 
"Long live 
King George! May the king live 
for ever!" 
The king's long, trying role was 


ended. His nervousness returned 
for a moment as he divested him- 
self of his ermine cape and crim- 
son robe for the anointing, and 
his fingers shook. A clergyman ap- 
proached and helped him. 


Queen Is Anxious. 


Queen Elizabeth's eyes 
were 
fixed anxiously on him, and she 
relaxed as he proceeded." 
There had been a 
moment's 
pause during the crowning. 
Th« 


old archbishop turned the glitter- 
ing crown around in his hands, 
puzzled as to its front. Then he 
poised it a foot above the king's 
head and carefully lowered it— 
askew, so that it sat rakishly on 
the left side of the king's head. 
Queen Elizabeth then rose. Reg- 
ally, she walked to the altar steps 
attended by the bishops. The arch- 
bishop prayed. He asked God to 
bless her, to "defend her ever from 
all dangers, ghostly and bodily; 
make her a great example of vir- 
tue and piety.. .world 
without 
end. Amen." 


The queen was anointed, and 
more briefly than in the king's 
case, for she is but his consort, 
the ceremonies of scepter 
and 
ring, and of the crowning, were 
repeated. Said the~archbishop: 
"...Receive the crown of glory, 
honor and joy; and God...doth 
this day set a crown of pure gold 
(actually platinum, the kingdom's 
firt) upon your head...." 
The communion service followed 


the queen's coronation. 
The king and the queen went 
to the altar bareheaded. The king 
was offered bread and wine which 
the archbishop placed on the altar 
under a linen cloth. There was a 
prayer and the king was offered 
the oblation of an altar cloth and 
a wedge of pure gold, weighing 
one pound. 
The king and queen returned to 


their chairs and knelt on their 
faldstools. 
There was another prayer and 
then from the choir the glorious 
intonation of the "Te Deum Lau- 
damus." 
The king and queen with their 
attendants left their thrones and 
passed into the chapel. There, di- 
vest! jig themselves of their royal 
robes, they rested.

$15 and receive certificates with- 
out oral or written examination to 
any professional engineer or archi- 
tct who has been a resident of 
the state one year prior to appli- 
cation. Members of the 
profes- 


sions from other states are also 
to be registered upon payment of 
this fee. Graduates of approved 
colleges may be 
registered 
by 
qualifying under the lav/ and writ- 
ten or oral examinations are pro- 
vided for persons who have prac- 
ticed either of the two professions 
for eight years. 
Certificates ex- 
pire Dec. 31 of each year and may 
be renewed annually by pavmeit 
of a fee not less than §3 and not 
more than $5. 


Exempts Many. 


The bill exempts a long list of 
persons from the law, including 
mechanics and builders, who are 
permitted to make plans or super- 
vise buildings for their own use, 
also superintendents, inspectors, 
foremen or building trade crafts- 
men while performing their custo- 
mary duties, or persons working 


on farm building or residential 
premises or employed in the opera- 
tion, reconstruction or mainten- 
ance of canals of irrigation works 
or public power and irrigation 
districts. 
But one year after the act goes 
into effect it shall be unlawful 
for the state or any of its sub- 
divisions, except as provided in 
the foregoing exceptions, to en- 
gage in any public work involving 
professional engineering or archi- 
tecture 
unless 
the 
plans 
and 
specifications and estimates have 
been prepared and the construc- 
tion executed under the immediate 
supervision of a registered engi- 
neer or a registered 
architect, 
works costing less than $10,000 
being excepted.

An abscess soon develops. We 


have then what is called a sty. The 
victim notices redness of the eye- 
lid and more or less disccomfort. | 
Within a few days the lid becomes 
puffed and swollen. Pretty soon, 
on close examination, a small yel- 
low spot will be seen in the center 
of the swelling. 


The abscess grows larger and 


becomes more and more painful. It 
may rupture and permit the pus to 
escape. When this happens, pain 
is immediately relieved. But very 
likely the abscess will reform and 
point up at another spot on the 
lid. 


It is well to apply hot applica- 


tions of boric acid solution. Con- 
tinue these until the abscess is 
pointed and ready to be opened, 
which will be done by your phy- 
sician. Never squeeze a sty be- 
cause, like the boil, it may spread 
the infection if the tissues are 
bruised. 


Get Plenty of Sleep 


The hot applications may be con- 


tinued even after the abscess has 
been opened. Make sure that you 
discard the contaminated cotton or 
gauze. Wash your hands carefully 
before and after applying the wet 
compresses. "Upon arising:, clean the 
eyelids with warm boric acid solu- 
tion. 


Tour doctor may prescribe an 


ointment of yellow oxide of mer- 
cury to be applied to the eyelids 
upon retiring at night. This will 
heljp to prevent recurrences of the 
troubla, 
Of course, to 
guard 


against repeated attacks of sties, 
every effort should be made to im- 
prove the general health. 


Make sure that you get an ade- 


quate number of hours of sleep and 
plenty of relaxation. Include in 
your diet a liberal amount of foods 
rich in vitamins and important 
minerals. Report to your physi- 
cian for a complete physical ex- 
amination.
